Power: Electricity is supvlied from Chelyabinsk, put current is frequently inter- 
rupted for several hours at a time for unknown reasons. 


400 tons of peat are consumec every 24 hours .n the forge-servicing section. 
This fuel furnishes the necessary gas for the furnaces. Peat is brought to 
the factory by rail fom Pervo'uralsk. 


Transportation: 


The factory has an extensive network of narrow and wide gauge rail 
lines connecting the different sections and leading to the 
Pervo'uralsk railroed station. Approximately 30 locomotives are 
in constant uss. 


Enploymeat: Constructed in 1941, the factory is still expanding. As of duly 1246 
all sections were operating at full strength, with a total of 14,000.
